Tho T shirt has a •'JOCKEY” brand label. 

Tho T shirt label is held flat with a folded 
piece of 3/4” wide cellophane tape. Tho piece of tape is 
about 1" lone. One ond has boon cut, and the other end 
has boon torn. 

Tho crotch seams of tho undershorts havo boon 
repaired in two places with brown thread. Tho repaired 
areas are hand stitched. 

Tho Q20D 3trap, which appoars now, measures 37 1/2” in 
length. This strap fits the strap guidos on the Qll binoculars 
and could bo the strap for Q14. • No strap is prosontly on Q14. 

A short hand strap is presently ou the Q.22 binoculars 
caso. Tho Q210 strap has tho samo appearance ns tho hand strap 
on Q22 oxcopt that it is longer. Specimen Q210 could bo tho 
shoulder strap for tho Q22 case. Tho Q210 strap appears now and 
moa3uros 37" in longth. 

No marks to indiento source wore found on Q213. The 
Q213 pin appears to be a patriotic emblon. 

Thoro is a largo bole in the right front 
portion of the collar of tho Q7C shirt. Tho Q77 necktie 
has boon forcibly torn apnrt in the right front nock 
portion also. Tho object or objocls causing the damage 
woro largor than a bullet of .30 caliber size and irrogular 
in shapo as all of tho yarns r/oro broken, not cut. Coe 
or moro segments of bono could not bo olininnto-1 as tho 
causo of tho damage. 

The right lnpel cf tho Q78 coat has throe danagod 
nroas on tho surface of tho fabric. Those areas havo boon 
torn by soma objoct or objects, but the damage doos uot 
extend through tho lapel. The torn areas vary from 1/4" 
to 1" in length and tho condition of tho yarn." indicates 
tho objoct or objects struck tkb coot from above nnd probably 
glnucod off tho coat.
